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!• Since IS April 1946 the Russians have been holding large-scale 
maneuvers in the southwestern part of Ileeklonburg. Strong Rus- 
sian forces were taken fron the areas around mtenburg, Ilegenou, 
Mbthen, and Ddnitz westward to the Elbe area. From there they 
advanced east to the Hagenov^I*ud%jigslust railway line* where they 
net combat forces fron Schwerin and Ludwigslust in w heavy battle” 
for the Ilagenow-Ludwigslust railway line. 


2. The battle was continuing on 23 April. All branches tjere involved, 
but the principal forces were notorized infantry with machine guns, 
mortars, and flame throwers. There were also tanka iihich had boon 
brought under their own power from the forest areas near Ldbthen to 
the village of richer, ifmre they joined the advance toward the east. 
They were all of the "Stalin-armored” type. 

3* Damage to the fields has been avoided as far as possible, and there 
has been no demand for troop quarters, since the soldiers sleet) 
outdoors.

4* lighter planes were used in the maneuvers, but no bombers or trans- 
port planes. On 13 April parachute troops jumped about 10 1cm south 
of ocliworin. The parachute troops came from Pritsualk.

On 13 A-rril 1946, 300 parachute troops wore dropped from planes be- 
^ Q , t0T ? of PXatQ and Banskov (T-6 5). These towns are south 
of the Schwe r in-C rivitz railway line. About twenty-five transport 
planes flew from sowth to north. Weapons and materiel were also 
dropped by Tarachute. The road from Schwerin to Ludtrfgslust between 
daselholz and Ortkrug ia s closed to all civilian traffic from 0900 
hours to 1400 hours. After landing, the parachute troops formed in- 
to combat units which attacked a fictitious enemy toward the east, 
ihe Russian parachute troops are f the most part stationed in the 
mchholz Forest, all roads to which are closed to civilian traffic. 

The transport planes are at the rrjLtzwajjc airfield in Brandenburg, 
where some parachute units are also presumably stationed. O'-iier 
sources report that the parachute units which participated ia the 
maneuvers cane fron the area between Rostock and Vfamer.Endy. However, 
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this Is not likely because only fighter formations are stationed in 
this area, and no bombers or transport planes.
